STRIKE IN MEXICO 
(Special te the Daily Worker) 

MEXICO CITY, Oct. 16. — The 
states of Vera Crus, Puebla and 
Tlaxcala were completely darkened 
Friday night when the workers ot 
the electric power companies of 
Puebla, Tuxpango, Cordoba and Ix- 
tazoqcitlan went on strike for higher 
wages. The states of Hidalgo and 
Mexico are also affected. Industry 
dependept on electricity in these 
states is paralyzed.

PREDICTS RUIN OF 
WARRING NATIONS 


Gen. Laidoner Says USSR Will Keep Its Promise 
Not to Interfere With Esthonian Government 
On Internal Policies; Destinies Linked 


(By Cable to the Dally Werker) 

TALLINN, Esthonia, Oct. 16.—Esthonia’s future fe 
secured by its mutual assistance pact with the Soviet 
Union in the present hour, when “tremendous nervous 
tension and economic warfare bring ruin to both belliger- 
ents and non-belligerents,” Gen. Johan Laidoner, Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the E:thonian ¢ 
Army, declared here in a speech 
on Oct. 12. 

“The great powers of central and | 
western Europe are engaged in 
Europe in struggle,” Laidoner said. 
“The real war, however, has not 
yet begun. 

“At the present hour, tremendous 
nervous tension and economic war- 
fare bring ruin to both belligerents 
and non-belligerents. 0 

“In a certain sense. we have 
linked up the destiny of our state 
and people with the mutual aid 
pact with the USS. R. which has 
in this connection again stressed 
the permanence of its peace policy 
and its desire to continue that pol- 
icy. 

“This is a great positive factor for 
the ‘future of our state and people. 

“Of late there have been voices 
of apprehension lest the mutual 
aid pact with the Soviet Union re- 
sult in changes in our state system 
and economic life. 

“In this respect we can refer to 
Article 5 of the pact, which pro- 
vides that fulfilment of the pact 
should in no degree infringe on the 
sovereign rights of the signatory 
powers, particularly their economic 
and government systems. 

“We desire straightforwardly and 
openly to fulfil this pact and are | 
convinced that it will be fulfilled 
also by the Soviet Union.” 

Gen. Laidoner revealed that So- 
viet troops, to be stationed in 
Esthonia under the pact's terms, | 
will be quartered mainly in public 
buildings, as well as in suburban 
houses, while billeting in small | 
homes and farms would be em- 
ployed only as a last resort step. 
The Soviet troops will begin to ar- 
rive in Esthonia on Oct. 18, com- 
ing by road, rail and sea, he said. 

“I am confident.” he declared, 
“that our people will meet the So- |} 
viet troops calmly and that the re- 
lations between our local author- 
ities and the military authorities of 
the Soviet Union, as well as between 
the local population and the Red 
Army. will be based on the mutual 
confidence which prevailed at the 
conclusion of the mutual assistance 
pact in Moscow and during the 
work of the mixed commission in 
Tallinn.”

Tennessee University Savant Says Loss of Nerve 
Cells in Aged Leads to Painful Disease; 
Animal Experiments Successful 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Oct.

Experiments with cats 
Corbin that loss of nerve cells in 
aged persons causes arthritis and 
still joints. His subjects are an- 
atomy, histology and embryology. 

Dr. Corbin said he had had posi- 
tive results in experiments in whicn 
he duplicated aged persons’ normal 
physical condition in cats and 
monkeys. His experiments were be- 
lieved to be the first of their kind. 

Dr. Corbin began his study on 
this theory: 

“If a man 60 years old has a 
disease of the joints because he 
gradually has been losing the nerve 
supply to those joints, why wouldnt 
a monkey or a cat develop similar 
changes if they lost their nerve sup- 
ply suddenly?” 

First, Dr. Corbin ‘disconnected 
the sensory nerves leading to the 
spinal cord and brain from one 
limb of each of 12 monkeys. He 
did the same thing to 12 cats. 

Each animal developed a type of 
arthritis or joint change, and Dr. 
Corbin said this demonstrated his 
theory. . 

The great number of nerve celis 
which form the nervous system al- 
ways are reducing in number 
through damage and advancing 
age, he said. Consequently, the 


joint changes. 

Nerve cells, unlike body cells, can- 
not regenerate, Dr. Corbin said, al- 
though they are capable of repair 
while still alive though injured bad- 
ly. Body cells constantly are being 

replaced.

If the cloth is not cut with the 
grain and the parts not matched 
properly, the coat will soon lose its 
fit and will sag and hang unevenly 

Next, look at the coat lining in 

the back. A well-made coa: has a 

genuine pleat in the lining at 
least three-quarters of an inch 
deep and extending the full 
length of the coat from the neck 
te the hem. 

Beware of a coat whose lining 
merely has a seam in place of this 
pleat. 4 pleat is a check for ‘give 
in the shoulders, and will preven' 
tearing or pulling out of the lining 
at the armholes due to overetram. 

CHECK SEAMS 

Third, check on the side seams 
and armholes. Every seam shouid 
de taped inside to prevent stretch- 
ing. Otherwise, the fit of the coat 
will be lost. 

As a final check on the work- 
manship, examine the hem of the 
lining and of the coat itself. A well- 
made coat never has the lining and 
outside material sewed together at 
the bottom of the coat.

A Sermon to German Reaction 


„ Dorothy Thompson, you will remember, 
is the lady who writes for the Wall Street 
Herald Tribune. Just a few days ago in a 
hysterical hymn to Hitler she pleaded, 
“Come back, come back, come home.” 


It seems that Miss Thompson can think 
or write of nothing else except the wailing 
of the big monopolists in this country on the 
loss to them of Hitler’s failure to go to war 
against the U.S.S.R. 

Miss Thompson, it is obvious, must lie 
awake nights pondering ways of awakening 
German reaction to its ordained “anti-Bol- 
shevik role.” 

In her column yesterday she tried to put 
down the real extent of the loss of the im- 
perialists everywhere when Hitler was com- 
pelled to sign the non-aggression pact with 
the U.S.S.R. Miss Thompson said that “Com- 
munist ideology has not been infringed in 
the least. Stalin’s ... Marxist ideology is 
intact.” 

As for Hitler, Miss Thompson is dis- 
turbed because the Nazi knight of all the 
anti-Soviet reactionaries, she bewailed, had 
ditched his entire ideology, and, horrors, es- 
pecially the promise that the Nazi regime 
would be a “bulwark against Bolshevism.” 

Despairing of Hitler, Miss Thompson di- 
rected her woe and a new appeal to the 
“German elite” to take up the sword against 
Bolshevism, She addressed herself to the 
German army and every other possible circle 
of German reaction. 

Clearly, she has herself hypnotized with 


Bolshevik slogans and schemes of German 
fascism. 

Not all the wringing of hands will be able 
successfully to mold world relations to the 
heart’s desires of Miss Thompson and Wall 
Street.

» By now the whole world is acquainted 
with the role of the degenerate Van Der 
Lubbe, dupe of the Nazi firebrands who 
burned down the Reichstag. The murderous 
Hitlerites doped him up and got him to swear 
to anything, even down to confessing that he 
started the fire. No one will forget either the 
unexampled courage of the lion-hearted Di- 
mitroff, who exposed the Reichstag fire as a 
hideous conspiracy against the Communists 
and a crime’against the German people. 

We have “our” Van der Lubbes in Amer- 
ica. The sponsor is none other than the war- 
mongering Dies Committee, which has taken 
to trotting out all sorts of stoolpigeons, 
screwballs, liars, .discredited criminals as 
“expert” witnesses for its red-baiting cam- 
paign. The more they have been repudiated 
by the labor and progressive movement and 
the more they have been spat upon by de- 
cent Americans, the better fuehrer Dies likes 
them. Dies dresses up these bogus impostors 
as paragons of virtue. 

Take any of the whole irresponsible lot. 
Robert Pitcoff, a package-wrapper at Am- 
torg, becomes a “former Amtorg official,” 
working in the communications department. 
Typical of the Dies-Pitcoff lying is the lurid 
yarn that Lipa Ruthenberg, formerly of Am- 
torg, had been “liquidated” on “Russian or- 
ders.” Ruthenberg’s New York relatives in 
a Daily News story yesterday pointed out 
that the “liquidated” gentleman is now 
wealthy and alive in Palestine. 

Maurice Malkin, another Dies expert“ 
on Communism, was expelled from the Com- 
munist Party and bears a criminal record of 
forgery. But for Dies, Malkin becomes some- 
thing he never was, a “charter member” of 
the Communist Party. Kenneth Goff, for 
Dies was a “former Communist youth lead- 
er,” but actually he was long ago expelled

from the Young Communist League as a fas- 
cist anti-Semite, seeking his own unprinci- 
pled personal career.

But this is sufficient to show the pro- 
found truth of Earl Browder’s words before 
the National Conference for Civil Rights 
when he said: 

“Today Martin Dies takes up the role 
of an American Goering; applying the 
American principle of mass production, he 
parades dozens of Van der Lubbes across 
the witness stand to ‘confess’ to hundreds 
of ‘Reichstag fires.’ ” 

Other sections of the American people 
have had the Van der Lubbe trick worked on 
them. Disbarred ambulance chasers are 
used by reaction to “testify” against pro- 
gressive lawyers. Discredited doctors legiti- 
mately deprived of their licenses become “ex- 
perts” against the medical profession. All 
of this is on the same degenerate plane with 
the testimony of Dies’ ex-“Communists.” 
No wonder the smug New York Times tries 
to polish up the Dies’ pet perjurers by lying 
that their testimony has become “sounder.” 

Of course, the purpose behind the Dies 
parade of Van der Lubbes, liars and screw- 
balls is to frame-up not alone the Commu- 
nists; but all other labor and progressive 
forces. He wants to smash the Bill of 
Rights, in order to ease America into the im- 
perialist war for Chamberlain.
